eOSSIP OF THE TUKF. 

John Gardner, the former jockey, who arrived in 
Cincinnati from San Francisco about a week ago to 
secure treatment for hia eyes, has left the hospital 
after having an operation performed on the right 
optic. He will remain west until the first of next 
week, when he goes east in the interest of Q. B. 
Morris, with whom he is now identified. Speaking 
of Mr. Morris’ horses, he said recently : “I consider 
Old England the best of his three-year-olds.
